To  Library 

D.C.  donors 
pledge 

$56,089 


The  student  library  fund  picked  up  a 
“small  piece  of  change”  last  week  when 
two  foundation  members,  Mark 
McConkie  and  Phil  Marriott,  journeyed  to 
Washington,  D.C.  for  some  fund-raising 
solicitations. 

The  two  received  cash  and  pledges  for 
$56,089  while  in  the  nation’s  capital, 
and,  in  the  process,  lined  up  a “possible 
$10-20,000  addition,  depending  on  the 
financial  positions  of  our  donors,” 
according  to  McConkie. 

While  in  the  D.C.  area,  McConkie  and 
Marriott  spoke  with  several  corporate  and 
private  donors,  many  of  whom  are 
members  of  the  Church  and  alumni  of 
BYU.  President  Dallin  Oaks  assisted  the 
student  fund-seekers  with  letters  to  the 
desired  gift-givers  before  the  actual  fund 
solicitations  in  Washington. 

The  foundation  members  were  also 


helped  in  their  requests  by  Robert  W. 
Barker,  a D.C.  lawyer  and  Regional 
Representative  of  the  12,  and  John  Y. 
Merrill,  another  attorney  in  the 
Washington  area  who  has  two  children, 
John  and  Karen,  currently  at  BYU. 

“WE  HAD  a tremendous  time  in  D.C.,” 
Marriott  said.  One  donor  said  that  the 
biggest  factor  in  our  success  was  that  we 
had  the  gall  to  ask  him  for  $10,000.” 

“With  the  money  collected  and  pledged 
in  Washington,  the  student  library 
foundation  now  has  approximately 
$98,000  in  money  and  pledges,” 
McConkie  said.  “That  amount  will  never 
be  reached,  however,  unless  students  will 
fulfill  their  telefund  pledges,”  he  added. 

Cam  Caldwell,  project  chairman  for  the 
telefund  drive,  estimated  yesterday  that  a 
total  of  $11,400  has  been  received  to 
date  from  pledges  returned  in  the  mail 


after  the  drive.  $21,000  was  pledged  by 
60  per  cent  of  the  student  body  during 
the  telefund.  “A  little  more  than 
one-third  (3,700)  of  the  students  who 
pledged  have  returned  their  donation,” 
said  Caldwell.  He  indicated  that  the  40 
per  cent  of  the  student  body  who  were 
unavailable  for  contact  would  receive 
letters  next  week  inviting  them  to  pledge. 
“We  plan  on  getting  a total  of  about 
$45,000  when  their  pledges  are 
included,”  sajd  Caldwell. 

SATURDAY,  a group  of  eight  library 
foundation  members  will  travel  to  the 
San  Francisco  area  to  make  solicitations 
from  bay  area  residents.  They  will  be 
accompanied  by  Carl  Bacon  of  the 
Department  of  Church  Education 
Development.  With  a successful  trip,  the 
student  library  fund  efforts  will  have 
surpassed  the  year’s  goal  of  $100,000  for 
the  first  year  of  student  endeavor. 


‘A  story 
that  ought 
to  be  told’ 

Away  from  the  podium,  Secretary 
of  Army  Robert  Froehlke  is  “at  east.” 
He  talks  freely  and  candidly.  It’s  1 00 
per  cent  military. 

There  will  be  no  volunteer  army— or 
“zero  draft”-  if  “we  don’t  get  a 
cross-section  of  this  country.  An  army 
made  up  of  only  a sector  of  a 
democratic  nation  is  a danger  to  that 
democracy,”  said  Froehlke  yesterday 
during  a “rare”  campus  visit. 

“I’ve  only  visited  about  a 
half-a-dozen  campuses”  since  taking 
over  as  the  Secretary  of  Army  in  July 
of  last  year,  he  told  the  Daily  Universe 
before  flying  to  Seattle,  indicating  that 
administrators  shy  from  speakers  that 
might  trigger  campus  unrest. 

The  Secretary  was  armed  with 
plenty  of  facts. 

“When  the  invasion  (North 
Vietnamese  into  South  Vietnam  nearly 
two  weeks  ago)  started  we  had  85,000 
ground  combat  troops  in  South 
Vietnam.  As  of  last  Thursday  we  had 
76,000.  By  next  monday  we  will  have 
met  our  May  1 goal  of  69,000.  We 
have  kept  our  withdrawal  promise 
even  while  the  invasion  has  been  going 
on.  That’s  a story  that  ought  to  be 
told,”  he  said. 

Secretary  Froehlke  spoke  at  Forum 
yesterday,  toured  the  ROTC  facilities 
on  campus  and  spoke  at  a breakfast. 
“It’s  good  to  be  here  at  BYU.  I hope 
you  don’t  mind  associating  with  a 
Presbyterian,”  he  concluded  his 
breakfast  remarks. 


Nixon  gives 
statement 
tonight 

WASHINGTON  (UPI)  - President 
Nixon  will  make  his  first  public  statement 
on  the  stepped-up  fighting  in  Indochina 
today  when  he  addresses  the  nation  on 
his  assessment  of  the  Communist 
offensive  in  Vietnam  and  its  effect  on 
future  U.S.  troop  withdrawals. 

Press  Secretary  Ronald  L.  Ziegler  said 
the  speech  would  be  at  8 p.m.  MST,  and 
he  noted  that  previous  Nixon 
announcements  on  the  war  have  usually 
been  about  1 5 minutes  long. 

Despite  the  offensive,  Ziegler  said  the 
United  States  would  meet  its  goal  of 
withdrawing  all  but  69,000  American 
troops  by  May  1 . 

The  President  made  his  decision  on  the 
war  after  spending  four  full  days  at  Camp 
David,  Md.,  and  after  talking  with  his 
foreign  affairs  advisor,  Dr.  Henry  A. 
Kissinger,  on  his  return  from  a secret  trip 
to  Moscow  to  confer  with  leaders  of  the 
Kremlin. 

Ziegler  said  Nixon  began  writing  his 
speech  Monday  night.  On  Tuesday, 
Ziegler  said,  the  President  conferred  by 
telephone  with  both  Defense  Secretary 
Melvin  R.  Laird  and  Secretary  ofState 
William  P.  Rogers. 

Ziegler  said  Nixon  decided  to  address 
the  nation  on  radio  and  television,  and 
formulated  what  he  would  say,  after 
conferring  with  Kissinger.  He  talked  with 
Kissinger  again  on  Tuesday. 

Disaster  loans 
granted  farmers 

Short-term  disaster  loans  have  been 
approved  for  Utah  fruit  growers  in  six 
counties  who  suffered  $9  million  in  losses 
late  in  March  when  their  fruit  crop  was 
nearly  destroyed  by  frost. 

Sen.  Wallace  F.  Bennett,  R-Utah,  said 
today  the  loans  were  approved  by  the 
U.S.  Agriculture  Department  and  will  be 
made  to  growers  in  Box  Elder,  Davis,  Salt 
Lake,  Washington,  Utah  and  Weber 
counties.

Rilfmg  that  the  benefits  outweigh  the  risks,  a federal  hearing 
examiner  recommended  yesterday  that  the  government  reverse  its 
proposed  ban  on  the  pesticide  DDT. 

The  examiner  said  seven  months  of  testimony  failed  to  prove 
allegations  that  DDT  causes  severe  environmental  damages. 

Logan  mayor  replaced 

Theodore  S.  Perry  yesterday  was  named  new  mayor  of  Logan 
succeeding  Richard  Chambers  who  has  been  sent  to  jail. 

Perry,  city  attorney  since  1967,  will  fill  out  the  20  months  remaining 
in  the  term  of  Chambers,  who  recently  started  a one-year  term  in  the 
Box  Elder  County  Jail  on  a conviction  of  misusing  public  funds. 

Soviet  Fleet  in  Mediterranean 

Egypt  has  acknowledged  for  the  first  time,  it  has  granted  facilities  to 
the  Soviet  Fleet  in  the  Mediterranean.  It  said  it  notified  the  U.S.  in 
advance  of  its  decision. 

In  response,  Nixon  said,  “I  am  not  seeking  your  friendship  at  the 
expense  of  others  and  I know  full  well  that  you  are  an  independent 
country  and  no  power  has  the  right  to  interfere  in  your  affairs.” 

Secret  visit 

The  White  House  revealed  yesterday  that  Presidential  Adviser  Henry 
A.  Kissinger  made  a secret  visit  to  Moscow  to  confer  with  Soviet  leaders 
about  President  Nixon’s  forth  coming  trip  and  the  new  fighting  in 
Vietnam. 

Ten  killed,  eight  missing 

North  Vietnamese  armored  infantry  units  moved  rapidly  down  in 
South  Vietnam’s  Central  Highlands  yesterday,  scattering  government 
troops  and  refugees  before  them  as  they  drove  toward  the  provincial 
capital  of  Kontum.  Ten  Americans  were  killed  and  eight  were  missing. 

Apollo  16  homeward  bound 

Thomas  K.  Mattingly  floated  lightly  in  space  yesterday  during  a 62 
minute  spacewalk,  while  John  W.  Young  inspected  his  own  dirty 
fingernails  and  bragged,  “That’s  moon  dust.”  The  mission  will  end 
tomorrow  afternoon  in  a Pacific  splashdown.

UPI  - Edmund  S.  Muskie 
snapped  to  an  unexpected  lead  in 
first  framentary  returns  Tuesday 
from  tne  Massachusetts 
Democratic  presidential  primary. 
In  Pennsylvania,  he  was  trailing 
Hubert  H.  Humphrey  for  the  early 
lead. 

AT  STAKE  in  the  two  primaries 
were  239  delegate  votes  at  the 
Democratic  National 
Convention— about  one-seventh  of 
the  total  needed  to  win  the 
nomination. 

George  S.  McGovern,  hoping  to 
cap  his  Wisconsin  victory  three 


weeks  ago  with  a win  in  the  Bay 
State,  which  has  consistently 
voted  for  anti-Vietnam 
candidates,  trailed  Muskie  in 
Massachusetts  and  trailed  both 
Humphrey  and  Muskie  in 
Pennsylvania. 

BUT  THE  VOTE  totals  were 
too  small  half  an  hour  after  the 
polls  closed  to  point  to  any 
definite -patterns. 

With  1 per  cent  of  the  vote 
counted  in  both  states,  this  was 
the  lineup  of  candidates  and  their 
percentage  of  the  vote  counted: 


39  per  cent;  McGovern  38; 
Humphrey  7. 

Pennsylvania  Humphrey  33 
per  cent;  Muskie  24;  McGovern 
22. 

GEORGE  C.  Wallace,  who 
engaged  in  only  limited 
campaigning  in  both  of  the 
industralized  Eastern  states,  made 
a strong  swowing  in  Pennsylvania 
with  19  per  cent.  He  led 
Humphrey  in  Massachusetts,  at 
that  hour,  with  9 per  cent  to  the 
former  vice  president’s  6 per  cent.

Nam  will  never  defend  itself 


WASHINGTON  (UPI)  - A 
study  ordered  by  President  Nixon 
just  after  he  took  office 
concluded  that  the  South 
Vietnamese  Army  could 
never  — even  when 
modernized-effectively  defend 
itself  against  fhe  Viet  Cong  and 
North  Vietnamese  without 
considerable  U.S.  combat  aid, 
including  ground  troops. 

The  report,  prepared  under  the 
direction  of  Dr.  Henry  A. 
Kissinger,  Nixon’s  national 
security  affairs  adviser,  also  said  it 
would  take  from  8.3  to  13.4  years 
to  “pacify  the  remaining 
contested  and  Viet  Con-controlled 
population  of  South  Vietnam.” 

Copies  of  the  report  began 
coming  into  public  view  over  the 
weekend.  Sen.  Mike  Gravel  tried 
unsuccessfully  to  have  a copy 
published  in  the  Congressional 
Record  yesterday,  the  same  day 
the  Washington  Post  disclosed  the 
contents  of  the  survey.  Portions 
of  it  were  earlier  published  in 
Newsweek  magazine.

Froehlke  defends  army 


Coming  in  the  middle  of 
sporadic  attacks  across  the  nation 
directed  toward  the  escalated 
bombing  of  North  Vietnam, 
Secretary  of  the  Army  Robert  F. 
Froehlke  told  BYU  students  in 
Forum  yesterday,  “I  wish  we 
could  be  100  per  cent  sure”  that 
bombing  was  the  right  move. 

“Was  it  correct  to  take  action 
when  Hanoi  moved  across  the 
Demilitarized  Zone?”  Froehlke 
asked.  “I  don’t  know.  But  I can’t 
remember  any  decision  in  which  I 
thought  I was  100  per  cent  right.” 

Froehlke  charged  politicians  for 
having  “created”  the  war  in 
Vietnam  and  “hurting  the  army” 
relations.  “The  military  did  not 
get  us  into  Vietnam,”  he  added. 
“It  was  civilian  political  leadership 
that  did.  Whether  it  was  right  or 
wrong  is  another  question.” 

Another  misunderstanding 
civilians  had  about  the  army  and 
Nixon  administration  is  that  the 
reordering  of  resources  demanded 
by  voters  has  not  been  acted 
upon,  said  Froehlke.

“That’s  not  true,”  he 
commented.

rested  upon  a small  sign  which  had  been  placed  at  the 
bottom  righthand  corner  of  the  window.  Its  message 
was  brief:  FINISHERS  WANTED.  The  store  had  need 
of  those  persons  who  possessed  the  talent  and  the 
skill  to  make  ready  for  final  sale  the  expensive 
furniture  which  the  firm  manufactured  and  sold. 
“Finishers  wanted.”  The  words  remained  with  me  as  I 
returned  to  the  pressing  activities  of  the  day. 

In  life,  as  in  business,  there  has  always  been  a need 
for  those  persons  who  could  be  called  finishers.  Their 
ranks  are  few,  their  opportunities  many,  their 
contributions  great. 

From  the  very  beginning,  to  the  present  time,  a 
fundamental  question  remains  to  be  answered  by 
each  who  runs  the  race  of  life.  Shall  I falter,  or  shall  I 
finish?  On  the  answer  await  the  blessings  of  joy  and 
happiness  here  in  mortality  and  eternal  life  in  the 
world  to  come. 

We  are  not  left  without  guidance  to  make  this 
momentous  decision'  The  Holy  Bible  contains  those 
accounts,  even  thQse  lessons  which,  if  carefully 
learned,  will  serve  us  well  and  be  as  a beacon  light  to 
guide  our  thoughts  and  influence  our  actions.  As  we 
read,  we  sympathize  with  those  who  falter.  We  honor 
those  who  finish. 

Lust  for  power,  greed  of  -gold,  and  disdain  for 
honor  have  ever  appeared  as  faces  of  failure  in  the 
panorama  of  life.  Captivated  by  their  artificial 
attraction,  many  noble  sould  have  stumbled  and 
fallen,  thus  losing  the  crown  of  victory  reserved  for 
the  finisher  of  life’s  great  race. 

Times  change,  circumstances  alter,  but  the  true 
marks  of  a finisher  remain.  Note  them  well,  for  they 
are  vital  to  our  success. 

1.  The  Mark  of  Vision.  It  has  been  said  that  history 
turns  on  small  hinges  and  so  do  people’s  lives.  We  are 
constantly  making  small  decisions.  The  outcome 
determines  the  success  or  failure  of  our  lives.  That  is 
why  it  is  worthwhile  to  look  ahead,  to  set  a course, 
and  at  least  be  partly  ready  when  the  moment  of 
decision  comes.  True  finishers  have  the  capacity  to 
visualize  their  objective. 

2.  The  Mark  of  Effort.  Vision  without  effort  is 
daydreaming.  Effort  without  vision  is  drudgery,  but 
vision  coupled  with  effort  will  obtain  the  prize. 

Needed  is  the  capacity  to  make  that  second  effort 
when  life’s  challenges  lay  us  low. 


3.  The  Mark  of  Faith.  Long  years  ago  the  psalmist 
wrote:  “It  is  better  to  trust  in  the  Lord  than  to  put 
confidence  in  man:  It  is  better  to  trust  in  the  Lord 
than  to  put  confidence  in  princes.  Recognize  that 
faith  and  doubt  cannot  exist  in  the  same  mind  at  the 
same  time,  for  one  will  dispel  the  other. 

4.  The  Mark  of  Virtue.  “Let  virtue  garnish  thy 
thoughts  unceasingly  . . .”  This  counsel  from  the 
Lord  will  provide  staying  power  in  the  race  we  run. 

5.  The  Mark  of  Courage.  Courage  becomes  a living 
and  attractive  virtue  when  it  is  regarded  not  as 
willingness  to  die  manfully,  but  the  determination  to 
live  decently. 

6.  The  Mark  of  Prayer.  When  the  burdens  of  life 
become  heavy,  when  trials  test  one’s  faith,  when  pain, 
sorrow  and  despair  cause  the  light  of  hope  to  flicker 
and  burn  low,  communication  with  our  Heavenly 
Father  provides  peace. 

These,  the  marks  of  a true  finisher  will  be  as  a lamp 
to  our  feet  in  the  journey  through  life.  Ever 
beckoning  us  onward  and  lifting  us  upward  is  He  who 
pleaded,  “. . . come,  follow  me.” 

Frequently  His  help  comes  silently-on  occasion 
with  dramatic  impact.  Such  was  my  experience  of 
some  years  ago  when,  as  a mission  president,  I was 
afforded  the  privilege  to  guide  the  activities  of 
precious  young  men  and  women,  even  missionaries 
whom  He  had  called.  Some  had  problems,  others 
required  motivation;  but  one  came  to  me  in  utter 
despair.  He  had  made  his  decision  to  leave  the  mission 
field  when  but  at  the  halfway  mark.  His  bags  were 
packed,  his  return  ticket  purchased.  He  came  by  to 
bid  me  farewell.  We  talked;  we  listened;  we  prayed. 
There  remained  hidden  the  actual  reason  for  his 
decision  to  quit.  As  we  arose  from  our  knees  in  the 
quiet  of  my  office,  the  missionary  began  to  weep 
almost  uncontrollably.  Flexing  - the  muscle  in  his 
strong  right  arm,  he  blurted  out,  “This  is  my 
problem.  All  through  school  my  muscle  power 
qualified  me  for  honors  in  football  and  track,  but  my 
mental  power  was  neglected.  President  Monson,  I’m 
ashamed  of  my  school  record.  It  reveals  that  ‘with 
effort’  I have  the  capacity  to  read  at  but  the  level  of 
the  fourth  grade.  I can’t  even  read  the  Book  of 
Mormon.  How  then  can  I understand  its  contents  and 
teach  others  its  truths?” 

The  silence  of  the  room  was  broken  by  my  young 
nine-year-old  son  who,  without  knocking,  opened  the 
door  and,  with  surprise,  apologetically  said,  “Excuse 
me.

Meat— the  consumer’s  rare  delight 


(last  of  a three-part  series)

Eat^it  raw.  It’s  not 
fatal-probably. 

Since  Biblical  days,  those 
persons  who  eat  pork  have  eaten 
it  “cooked  to  the  bone.”  Only 
when  the  meat  was  well  done  do 
consumers  feel  safe  from 
trichinosis,  a disease  caused  when 
worms  from  infested  pork  become 
lodged  in  human  muscle  tissue. 

In  spite  of  rumors  that 
trichinosis  is  a certainty  when 
pork  is  not  thoroughly  cooked, 
consumers  can  relax.  They  can  eat 
high  off  the  hog,  and  do  it 
without  fear  of  the  disease. 

Only  some  two  per  cent  of  hogs 
in  this  country  are  infested  with 
trichina.  Even  if  the  meat  is 
contaminated,  however,  three 
things  will  probably  kill  the 
organisms  before  the  pork  reaches 
the  dinner  table. 

First,  curing  meat  kills  trichina, 
so  any  canned  ham  or  cured 
bacon  or  pork  is  safe. 

If  the  meat  is  not  cured,  the 
second  way  to  kill  trichina  is  to 
freeze  the  pork  for  ten  days  or 
longer.  This  will  render  the 
organisms  harmless. 

But  even  fresh  pork  cooked  rare 
is  safe  to  eat,  animal  scientists 
report.  Trichina  are  killed  when 
the  temperature  reaches  139 
degrees  Farenheit.  Rare  meat 
reaches  about  147  degrees  in  the 
oven,  and  that  temperature 
increases  by  two  or  three  degrees 
when  the  meat  is  removed  from 
heat. 

CONSUMERS  seem  to  know 
even  less  about  buying  meat  than 
they  do  about  cooking  it. 
Housewives  who  find  preparing 
meat  a tender  subject  because  it 
always  turns  out  dry  and  stringy 
can  often  trace  their  failures  to 
the  supermarket  instead  of  the 
kitchen. 

Americans  consume  some  218.8 
lbs.  of  meat  annually,  including  an 
average  35.1  lbs.  of  broilers, 
which  are  not  normally  in  the 
meat  category.  Over  half  of  this 
(112  lbs.)  is  beef,  followed  by  65 
lbs.  of  pork.  Other  per  capita 
consumption  includes  veal,  3.3 
lbs.,  and  lamb  and  mutton,  3.4 
lbs. 

Meat  analogs,  “meat”  made 
from  plant  protein  such  as 
soybeans,  is  also  gaining 
popularity.  Not  only  is  it  cheaper 
to  produce  than  real  meat  with 
the  same  taste  value,  but  it  can 
sometimes  be  more  nutritional, 
due  to  additives  included  in  its 
production. 

THERE  ARE  some  nine  factors 
besides  cooking  that  determine 
tenderness  of  meat. 

- muscle  fiber. 

- aging.  Most  meat  is  aged 
seven  to  10  days  at  near-freezing 
temperatures  before  it  is  ready  for 
the  consumer.  The  longer  the 
flesh  has  aged,  the  longer  it  has 
had  to  be  broken  down  by 
enzymes  that  work  on  the  meat. 

- sex  of  the  animal.  Due  to 
hormonal  differences,  male 
animals  are  less  tender  than 
females  or  castrates. 

- physiological  age  of  animal. 
Meat  from  young  animals  (veal, 
lamb,  young  pig)  is  more  tender 
than  flesh  from  older  animals  of 
the  same  species. 

- species.  In  addition  to 
obvious  differences  in  tenderness 
among  different  types  of  animal 
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Women 


(pork  is  more  tender  than  beef; 
lamb  is  more  tender  than  both  of 
them),  some  species  of  the  same 
animal  are  less  tender  than  others. 

--  muscle  use.  Muscles  that  have 
been  used  more  are  not  as  tender 
as  less  developed  cuts.  For 
example,  leg  cuts  are  less  tender 
than  rib  roasts. 

— connective  tissue.  Marbling, 
that  fatty  tissue  that  appears  in 
the  middle  of  the  muscle  instead 
of  around  the  edges,  is  actually  an. 
advantage  in  meat  tenderness. 
When  the  fat  melts  during 
cooking,  it  makes  the  meat  more 
flavorful  and  juicy. 

— grade  of  meat.  As  a rule. 


prime  beef  is  the  best  buy.  It  is 
followed  in  order  by  choice  cuts, 
good,  commercial  and  standard. 
Lamb  is  labeled  prime,  choice, 
good  or  utility.  Pork  is  sold  by 
brand  or  by  weight  instead  of  by 
grade. 

- proteolytic  enzymes.  These 
enzymes  which  break  down  the 
less  tender  cuts  of  meat  are  found 
in  commercial  meat  tenderizers. 
Tenderizers  are  only  good  on 
meats  with  large  surface  - areas, 
such  as  steaks.  They  are  useless  on 
roasts  or  on  other  hunks  of  meat, 
because  the  enzymes  only  work 
on  the  areas  they  contact.

Rotten  in  Denmark? 


If  it  smells  like  it’s  dead,  don’t  eat  it.  That’s  a good  rule  of  thumb  for 
meat  users. 

Many  thousands  of  dollars  are  lost  every  week  because  consumers 
look  at  the  meat  in  their  refrigerator,  notice  that  it’s  turning  brown, 
and  toss  it  in  the  garbage. 

Or  they  break  into  ground  beef  that  was  red  on  the  outside,  but 
underneath  the  initial  layer  of  meat,  the  inside  is  purple.  Then  they 
stomp  over  to  the  grocery  demanding  refunds. 

Brown  meat  is  usually  safe  to  eat,  and  purplish  meat  is  often  the  best 
of  all,  says  Dr.  Leon  Orme,  professor  of  animal  science  at  BYU.  The 
culprit  for  wasted  meat  is  often  not  the  butcher  shop-it  is  the 
ignorance  of  the  consumer. 

What  determines  meat  color?  It  is  not  rotting  of  the  flesh,  but 
myoglobin,  a substance  that  colors  muscle  tissue  much  as  hemoglobin 
gives  color  to  blood-by  carrying  oxygen  through  the  tissue. 

When  meat  is  so  freshly  cut  that  oxygen  has  not  yet  affected  it,  the 
flesh  is  purple-red  in  color,  only  after  it  has  been  cut  for  15-20  minutes 
does  it  get  the  bright  red  color  that  most  shoppers  associate  with 
freshness. 

After  a cut  of  meat  has  been  exposed  to  air  for  some  72  hours*,  it 
turns  brownish.  Even  then,  it  is  good  to  eat  for  some  time. 

Brown  meat  isn’t  always  good,  Dr.  Orme  says,  but  it  usually  is  fine 
except  for  a slight  flavor  loss. 

His  advice?  “Just  don’t  eat  it  if  it  stinks.”

43  degrees.  A guide  fee  of  50 
cents  is  charged  for  persons  1 6 or 
older.  There  is  no  charge  for  those 
under  16.  However,  they  must  be 
accompanied  by  an  adult 
supervisor. 

Due  to  a problem  of 
overcrowding  at  the  cave,  several 
steps  are  being  taken  this  season 
to  help  protect  the  irreplaceable 
cave  features  and  to  “provide  a 
meaningful  experience  for  each 
visitor,”  the  superintendent  said. 

He  said  the  size  of  each  tour 
will  be  limited  to  no  more  than  20 
persons  so  that  all  will  be  able  to 
hear  the  guide  and  to  ask 
questions.  Local  residents  are 
encouraged  to  plan  their  visits  on 
weekdays  and  to  avoid  holidays 
whenever  possible  to  relieve 
congestion  in  the  cave. 

Few  visitors,  apparently,  are 
aware  that  Timpanogos  Cave  is 
open  in  May,  September  and 
October,  Castleberry  said.  These 
months  can  be  the  most  pleasant 
times  to  visit  the  area  and  by 
spreading  out  the  use  into  these 
months,  the  overcrowding  of 
midsummer  can  be  eased. 

Timpanogos  Cave  is  one  of  28 
areas  of  the  National  Park  Service, 
U.S.  Department  of  the  Interior, 
which  will  be  commemmorating 
the  National  Parks  centennial  this 
year.
